Doctor Cares Too Much for Hungry Patients 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


country doctor whose reports of 
starvation in two rural South 
Carolina counties helped touch 
off a Senate investigation of 
hunger in thc nation has been 
hospitalized because of malnu- 
trition. 


Dr. Donald Gatch. a 38-year- 


old white physician from Bluff- 
ton, S.C., was listed in fair con- 
dition at Frecdmcn's Hospital 
Monday, his doctor said, suffer- 
ing as well from exhaustion and 
possibly intestinal worms. 


Gatch's physician said his 


condition " a p p a r e n t l y was 
caused by overwork and result- 
ing poor eating habits. He was 
admitted Saturday. 


"Thc 
poor man has been 


working night and day," said a 
close friend of Gatch's. "Hun- 
dreds of Negroes over a three or 
fivo county area call him and he 
is the only white doctor in sev- 
eral counties 
who will treat 


them." 


Thc friend said Gatch sought 


treatment 
in Washington be- 


cause of "antipathy toward him 


in the white community where 
he lives."

"Over the years, general 


relief has become smaller in 
proportion to the categorical 
aid programs." the report 
cites. "Obviously it has been 
to the advantage of the muni- 
cipality or county to qualify 
recipients of general relief for 
one of the categorical aids for 
which supoort from state and 
federal governments is pos- 
sible " 


But the Tarr Committee 


said frankly that several as- 
pects of the general relief 
program cause difficulty. 


It cites that municipalities 


argue constantly, often 
in 


court, over which is financial- 
ly responsible for the relief 
payments to relief recipients 
who have moved from one 
community to another. 


"Furthermore, the coordi- 


nation between the municipal- 
ity, 
which is responsible for 


general relief, and the county, 
which administers categorical 
aids, is difficult," the report 
adds. "In some situations, two 
case workers from different 
levels 
of 
government 
will 


serve the same family." 


It was noted that to over- 


come some of the difficulties, 
there are presently 41 coun- 
ties in the state taking ad- 
vantage of permissive legisla- 
tion making it possible to 
administer general relief on a 
county basis. 


While this eliminates prob- 


lems of coordination, the Task 
Force concluded, disputes still 
exist between countits on the 
assignment 
of responsiblity 


for care of certain aid reci- 
pients, but 
the volume of 


disputes is decreased because 
disputes between communities 
(cities, villages and towns) 
located within a county are 
eliminated. 


To drop the unit system and 


put relief services on a county 
basis in Wisconsin, Wilbur J. 
Schmidt. Madison, secretary 
of the Department of Health 
and Social Services, proposes 
the inclusion of general relief 
to the list of services matched 
by the state under the Social 
Security program. 


The Tarr Committee says if 


this were done, and if the 
r e l i e f administration was 
switched from 
the unit to 


county, Schmidt estimates the 
increased state cost would be 
$4.6 
million per year, while 


the reduction in local costs 
would be $2.8 million per year 
plus an undetermined amount 
for cost of administration. 


Making general relief the 


responsibility of the county, 
and having the state partici- 
pate in the financing, will 
place relief in charge of the 
same persons (county welfare 
departments) who administer 
the categorical aids. 


The Tarr Committee says 


this should also bring some 
improvement in the level of 
care provided for those on 
general relief. 


The Tarr Committee's posi- 


tion on 
county-administered 


relief represents one of its 
most clear-cut recommenda- 
tions arising out of more than 
18 months of local government 
f i n a n c e and organization 
study.

Easter Breads

The baking of Easter breads 


has been going on for a long, 
long time. In fact, in many of 
the Old World countries the 
baking was a joyous ritual, a 
welcome task as a means of 
celebrating the important reli- 
gious festival. 


The egg, symbol of the rebirth 


of Spring and nature, has been 
coupled with the loaf of bread 
— the staff of life — in the 
p r e paration of magnificent, 
special E a s t e r breads and 
cakes. 


In Czechoslovakia the familiar 


yeast cake is called Babovka. In 
Russia, it's the high domed 
Kulich, fashioned purposely to 
resemble a majestic church 
dome and filled with raisins, 
almonds and lemon peel to 
make it festive. 


The Polish Babka, baked in a 


round, fluted bundt pan, is a 
delicioas example of all the 
many Eastern European coffee 
cakes. Its name comes from its 
shape w h i c h seemingly re- 
sembles an old woman with 
wide, flowing skirts. In Polish, 
the word babka translates to 
"old w o m a n . " Probably in 
family tradition, it was the 
grandma who baked the Easter 
cake and taught her daughters 
and granddaughters the secret 
to carry on after she grew too 
old. 


Actually, the Russian Kulich 


or Koulich is a temperamental 
version of the Babka. In Ger- 
many and 
Austria, Easter 


breads take to the oblong loaves 


of braided stollen. Golden Bread, 
resembling 
French 
toast, is 


eaten Easter morning in parts 
of Ireland. 


EGGS IN SHELL 


Whole eggs, colored or plain 


and in the shell, often were 
baked into the Easter bread 
with small strips of dough 
wrapped around the egg to form 
a cross. These eggs are tucked 
into the braided or twisted 
dough before baking. The eggs 
come out hard-cooked and are 
eaten separately, along with the 
coffee cake or bread Easter 
morning. Extra hard-boiled and 
decorated eggs form part of the 
Easter 
Breakfast decor and 


supply enough to serve the 
entire family. 


Just for fun, the recipes today 


include two Easter Egg Bread 
recipes, one adapted from a 
Brazilian recipe and the other a 
modern "traditional" r e c i p e 
that's easy to prepare. The 
latter was developed by home 
economists of the Poultry and 
Egg National Board as a special 
Easter gift to modern home- 
makers in the area. 


BRAZILIAN EASTER TWIST 


4 to 5 cops unsifted 


flour 


'•2 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 pkg. active dry yeast 


]/2 cup water 
'4 cup milk 
'/z cup margarine 
3 eggs (at room temp.) 
1 tablespoon anisette 
% teaspoon ground 


nutmeg 
Melted margarine 


5 colored raw eggs 


Confectioners' sugar 
frosting 
Grated orange peel 


In a large bowl thoroughly 


mix one cup flour, sugar, salt 
and undissolved dry yeast. 


Combine water, milk and half- 


cup margarine in a saucepan. 
Heat over low heat until liquids 
are warm. (Margarine does not 
need to melt.) Gradually add to 
dry ingredients and beat two 
minutes at medium speed of 
electric mixer, scraping bowl 
occasionally. Add three eggs, 
anisette, nutmeg and one cup 
flour, or enough flour to make a 
thick batter. Beat at high speed 
two minutes, scraping bowl 
occassionally. 


Stir in enough additional flour 


to make a soft dough. Turn out 
onto l i g h t l y floured board;

Twist two ropes 
together loosely and form into a 
ring on a greased baking sheet.

In Brazil, home of many intriguing sweet breads, 


the Easter loaf is a handsome ring with a whole egg- 
in-the-shell centered in each twist. Shown at the left, 
the yeast bread is served with thimble-sized cups of 
strong, black coffee. 
Similar breads using eggs in this 


manner are made in Portugal, Italy, Greece and many 
South American countries. The above variation has 
Kmall strips nf dough forming a cross on each egg 
tucked into the braided bread before baking. Below, 
is the familiar, tall Kulich, a Russian Easter favorite.

Is it ever safe to refreeze 


foods? What does one do with 
frozen foods while defrosting 
the refrigerator? 


Is a freezer a good invest- 


ment, really? 


These are frequently asked 


questions, along with the ever 
important one on how long 
specific frozen foods can be 
kept. 


Cooked dishes such as pot 


pies and dinners may be kept 
at zero degrees in the freezer 
or freezer compartment for a 
full year. Others that fit into 
the 12-month category (at 
zero) are vegetables, juices 
concentrates and frozen fruits. 


Poultry, fish and seafood

keep for only six months at 
zero t e m p e r a t u r e , while 
frozen meats keep from six 
months to a year.

tables should be used within 
30 days. Fruits at that tem- 
perature keep about 60 days. 
It must be noted that foods 
may keep at the 20-degree 
temperature for a month or 
so, but they lose freshness in 
color, f l a v o r and texture 
much faster than the lower, 
better food-keeping tempera- 
ture of zero or less. 


Fruits and vegetables which 


have thawed slightly may be 
refrozen, particularly if they 
are still cold to the touch. 
Plan to use these ahead of 
other frozen foods. Completely 
thawed fruits and vegetables, 
. when refrozen, tend to lose 
quality quickly, so it's best to 
prepare them and serve as 
soon as possible. 


Never r e f r e e z e ground 


meat, chicken livers, 
fish, 


shellfish, or other perishables. 


When you're not sure how 


long a food has been thawed . 
. . well, that's another story. 
Foods may spoil when they 
thaw slowly over several days 
and warm to a temperature of 
40 degrees or more. Be espe- 
cially wary of meats, poultry, 
most vegetables and some 
prepared foods. Fruit 
and 


fruit juices, under these con- 
ditions, 
usually develop a 


sharp flavor and poor color.

Ave'rill Harriman. sees the enemy's action 
as- a response to the American "all-out 
pressure on the enemy" on the ground in 
South Vietnam after the bombing halt was 
put into effect. 


The President's somewhat conciliatory 


remarks on Vietnam — 'we are trying to 
do everything that we can in the conduct 
of our war in Vietnam. *o see that we can 
20 forward toward peace in Paris ... I am 
thinking of those peace tslk.5 everytime I 
think of our military options in Vietnam—" 
clearly reflect his understanding of the

be the result of Chinese efforts to increase 
the power of Mao Tse-tung and his close 
advisors by creating an outside enemy.
